foze ſuppoſing that ignoꝛante of Our Pꝛintely will, and not any wilfull neglett oꝛ contempt ot

in that behalfe. A ND therefoze doe by thele pꝛelents ſignifie and declare alwell vnto von 
the perſons aboue mentioned, as vnto all other Our Officers, miniſters and Subiects what- 
ſocuer within Our laid Realmes of England and Jreland, and either of them whom it doth

and ſtraitly charging and commanding all Our officers, miniſters and Subiects whatſo- 
euer, alcwell within Our kingdome of England, as within Our kingdom of Jreland, to who 
it appertaineth, That they and enery of them take full notite vnderſtanding of Our Royal 
pleaſure and commaundement befoze declared; And to ſee the ſame duely obſerned in all 
things accozding to the tenour and true meaning or the ſame, vpon paine of Our heany in- 
dignation and dilpleaſure, and ot ſuch puniſhment and penalties, as by Our Lawes and 
ſtatutes tan oꝛ map be inflicted oꝛ impoſed vpon wilfull contemnersof Our commandement 
and pꝛerogatiue NRopall: Nenertheleſſe, Our will and pleaſure is, And we doe by theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſents ſignilie and declare Dur No pall intent and meaning to bee, That all and enery Pur 
Subiects of Our Kealme of Scotland, halbe ſubiect to ſuch fozfeitures and penalties in caſe 
ofdetepning of Cuſtome oz other dueties and colouring Strangers Goodes, oz otherwile 
in like maner as Our Subiects of England and Jreland reſpectinely are by the Lawes oz - 
Statutes of either Kealme , oz by Our pꝛerogatiue Royalllyable vnto. N witneſle 
whereof woe haue tauled theſe pur Letters to be made Patents.
